PROPOSE CANONS OF ETHICS
FOR MEMBERS OF THE BAR

Draft Prepared by Committee of Bar Association, Which
Will Be Revised After Criticism, for Submission

at August Meeting.
NEW YORK, May 2S..A draft for

the proposed canons of professlonal
ethics has been prepared by a commlt¬
tee of the American Bar Assoclatlon,
and is being submltted to members
of tho nssociatlon for suggestlons and
crlticlsms. Tlie linul report, whlch lt
Is proposed to base upon tlie sugges¬
tlons and crlticlsms recelved, will be
submltted to the assoclatlon as a whole
at the annual meeting to be held next
August in Seattle, Wash.

The client cannot be made
the. keeper of the lawyer's con¬
sclence in professlonal matters:. Ho
cannot demand as o( rlght that hls

t counsel shall abtiso the opposite
party or Indulge in offens'ive per-sonalitle.. Improper speech ls not
exousablo on tho ground that lt
ls what tho cllent Wotiifl suy ir
Speaklng ln hls own behalf.

brlngiug of such cases lo hls of¬
fice, or who romunerates pollcoinen,
court or prlson officials, ..pliysic-
lans. hospltal attachesor others
who mny succeed, nndor tho gulse
nf Klving dlslnterested frlendly ad-
vtce, iu lnfluenelng the crlniinol,
tho aick and the Injured. Ihe Ignor-
nnl or others to seek hls profes¬
slonal aervlces.

cept as counselor. what oauses
he tvill brlng into court for plaln-
t.lffs. what cases he wlll contest
in court for defendants.
"The responslbllity foi- advlslngquestlonable transactlons, for

brlnglng questlonable suits. for
urging queatlonable defonses, is the
lawycr's responslbllity. Ho cannot
c-scapc lt by urging as an excuso
that he Is only followlng hls
cliont's Instructfons.

".Tlie Limycr's, Duty ln Itsi Lnsi
Annlynln..n0 cllent. corporato or
Indlvidual. h'owever powerful. nor
any cause. clvll or polltlcal. how¬
ever important. is entltled to re¬
celve, nor should any lawyer ren-
der, any servlce or advice lnvolv-
ing dlsloyalty to the law whose
mlnlsters we nro. or dlsrespect of
the judlclal offlce. whlch we nre
bound to uphold. or corruptlon ot
any person or persons exercislng
a publlc clllce or prlvate trust, or
deceptlon or hetrayal of the pub¬llc.

fact pre.ludical to tho honor or repu-tation of a party or wltness; un¬
less requlred by the justice of the
cause wlth which I am charged;

"I wlll never reject, from any
conslderatlon personal to myself,
thf cause of the defenseiess or op-
prossod, nor delay any man's cause
for lucre or malico. So help mo
God."
